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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Article 2 - Veteran’s Exemption 


This year, we raised $426,434 in property taxes. There are 34 
veterans in Town. If this Article is approved, $1,700 would be 
added, an increase of one-quarter of one percent. 


The question is decided by ballot. There will be no 
discussion of the Article at Town Meeting. 


Article 3 - The Androscoggin Valley Solid Waste District 


The Selectmen consider it imperative that the Town 
vote in favor of Article 3. 


The Androscoggin Valley Solid Waste District 


Randolph, together with Berlin, Gorham, Milan, Dummer, Stark, 
Northumberland, and eight unincorporated places, comprise the 
membership of a new political entity known as the Androscoggin 
Valley Solid Waste District, AVSWD. The purpose of the District is 
to manage solid waste disposal for its membership. Every munici- 


pality is required by law to be in a District. 


AVSWD has powers similar to an incorporated town, among 
them; 


To purchase land and construct refuse disposal facilities. 
Lor ancur Weber, 

To issue bonds and notes. 

To receive and disburse money 

To assess member municipalities for District expenses. 

To employ an executive director. 

To adopt an annual operating budget. 

To enter into contracts for solid waste management. 

To sue and be sued.

WONMULRWNE 


The powers of AVSWD are vested in a Committee composed of one 
representative from each municipality, and one representive from 
the unincorporated places. Randolph’s representative, and two 
alternates, will be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


The AVSWD Agreement (the by-laws under which the District 
Operates) must be ratified by each municipality. Town Meeting will 
provide an opportunity for voters to express approval of the 
District by paper ballot after discussion and questions. 


Once approved by the membership, the Committee will hire an 
executive director, acquire land, engage an engineering firm to 
design the recycling center, issue a bond and construct the 
center, which may be in operation by summer 1991. The Committee 
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will negotiate a contract with James River Co. for trash disposal 
at the Mt. Carberry landfill. 


Randolph trash for will be handled as follows; 


A. For April 1990 to March 1991 
Trash will be collected by American Waste and hauled to Sanco 
landfill. 


B. For April 1991 to March 1992 
Separated trash will be collected by American Waste and hauled 
to Sanco. Comingled recyclables will be collected periodically 
and hauled to Sanco. 


C. Beyond April 1992 
Separated trash will be hauled to Mt. Carberry. Separated 
recyclables will be hauled to the District center. 


What about costs? We can expect the cost of trash disposal to 
decrease. The hauls to Mt. Carberry and to the recycling center 
are shorter than to Bethlehem. The tipping charge at Mt. Carberry 
will be less than at Sanco. Sanco will apply a tipping charge for 
recyclables, the District will not. Sanco will pocket the money 
received by selling recyclables, the District will apply it 
against operating costs. 


On the other hand, there will be new costs, based on the 
amount of trash deposited at the Mt. Carberry landfill. (Randolph 
trash will be about 1% of the total.) Randolph’s share of Dis- 
tricxt operation will be around $4, 200/year, reduced by income 
from the sale of recyclables. The estimated cost of the recycling 
center is $1,060,000, to be financed by a 10-year bond. Randolph’s 
share over those 10 years is estimated at $11,000. 


Article 9 - Recreation 


We recommend retoring lifeguards at the Ravine House pool. 
Last year there were requests for lifeguards and, unlike pre- 
vious summers, applicants were available. 


The $800 donation to the Gorham Recreation Department is a 
recommendation from the committe formed after last year’s Town 
Meeting to study the issue of recreation. Randolph, Shelburne and 
Gorham were represented equally on the committee, and much time 
was devoted to a thorough study of recreation costs. On the 
recommendation of the committee, Randolph and Shelburne are asked 
to donate a sum in lieu of access fees. 


Please be advised that the bubbler at the pool will no longer 
provide drinking water, because of bacteria. 


Article lia - Officer’s Stipends 
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We have appointed Anne Kenison Deputy Town Clerk, and have 
recommended a stipend of $250. This accounts for the increase. 
Effective following Town Meeting, all business with the Town 
Clerk or Deputy will be conducted at Town Hall between 9 and 11 am 
On Monday, and between 7 and 9 pm Wednesday. 


Article lic - Town Buildings 


Included in the $8,000 is $4,000 for the handicapped ramp at 
Town Hall. Such an entrance is required by law.

Article i2e - Legal Counsel 
We have engaged Laurence Gardner of Hanover as legal counsel 
for the Town. The budget of $6,000 covers pending litigation, and 
other legal expenses as they may occur. 
Article 14a - Ambulance 
The increase is principally due to: 
1. salaries two co-directors 


2. training of volunteers 
3. uniforms for volunteers. 


Article 16 - Dump Closure 

The capital reserve fund for dump closure contains $32, 647. 
The eventual cost will be over $100,000. The $20,000 in this 
article will be added to the $32, 647. 
Article 17 - Dump Closing Phase III 

This appropriation is seperate and distinct from monies 
appropriated in Article 16, and covers the cost of assisting the 


Selectmen with the choice of a contractor to cover the dump. 


Article 18d - Junk Collection 
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Later in the spring, trash items (not including hazardous 
waste) that cannot be picked up in the weekly collection will be 
removed. 


Article 20 - General Assistance 


State law requires each town to provide and carry a line 
budget item for general assistance to the needy. The Pease Fund 
requires two year’s residence to be eligible. Last year we re- 
ceived requests for assistance, but no money had been appropri- 
ated. This situation must be corrected. 


Article 21 - Cable Television 


Last year, Town Meeting voted against the Warner Cable fran- 
chise. We have received a petition to continue studying the 
matter. This Article provides the authority to sign an agreement, 
but that must follow a public hearing giving voters the opportu- 
nity for input. If this Article does not pass, a special town 
meeting will be required if an attractive franchise is found. 


Article 22 - Overlay 


For the past two years Town Meeting has voted to request the 
Department of Revenue Administration to allow the maximum overlay, 
which can not exceed 5% of the appropriation budget. The purpose 
of the large overlay is to reduce interest costs on tax anticipa- 
tion notes by improving the year-end balance. 


Article 23 - Revaluation 


At some time in the future propertyy must be revalued. We are 
currently at 50% (property is, on the avereage, selling for twice 
the value assessed for tax purposes). The cost of revaluation in 
1979 was $10, 000.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year of 1989, with its usual small fires, also included a 
whole house. 


We don’t usually get anything as serious as a structure fire. 
The resultant response from various departments created a remark- 
able "save", and everybody left with the feeling of a job well 
done. However, that same night, another call to the same location 
resulted in a totally different outcome. The view at ii pm from 
a mile away was of a 100 ft. column of fire. When a fire reaches 
that proportion the only thing to do is secure the perimeter, and 
call it a day. 


The "stand-by" fee which the Town of Gorham has assessed in 
the amount of $19,000 has stirred renewed interest in the able- 
bodied men of our town to better defend ourselves, and eventually 
turn the fire pact into a mutual aid pact. 


We are trying to obtain an affordable truck, and training, 
and eventually become self-sufficient. That won’t be done in a 
year, but in two or three, if we have the support of the town, we 
can duplicate Jefferson and Shelburne, with a small but efficient 
department. 


The Shelburne Chief, who has been invited to our next 
bi-monthly meeting, tells me his proposed 1990 budget is $9,000. 
That includes a mutual aid pact with Gorham with no stand-by fee. 
It seems pretty obvious in which direction we should head. 


A yearly reminder: we have chimney cleaning brushes. They can 
be reserved at any time by calling me.

In 1989 the Planning Board approved a lot line adjustment between Curtis 
Bader and Terry Corrigan, a two-lot subdivision for Darrell Bernier, a three-lot 
subdivision for Gerald Hamanne and Richard Wallingford, and a_ three-parcel 
subdivision for Patricia Scott.

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REPORT OF RECYCLING STUDY COMMITTEE 


(See Selectman's Report for other material related to Trash) 


The Committee congratulates Randolph residents for continuing to 
take aluminum cans to collection sites at: TOWN HALL, GRAND VIEW 
and PARKER's. The HAWKINS and GLINES families assumed 
responsibility for the Aluminum Can Project last February after 
the Randolph 4-H Mountaineers resigned. Since then, some 475 
pounds have been removed from the Randolph's waste stream. 


In June, the Committee circulated a questionaire asking 
Randolphians for suggestions about recycling. We appreciated the 
11% response, and hope that everyone found the information 
useful. 


In Town Meeting 3/14/89, voters approved our continuing 
membership in the Androscoggin Valley Solid Waste Management 
District. The Selectmen appointed Ash Campbell, Ellen Dempster 
and Mayo Schreiber as our representatives to the District. 
Subsequently, we have helped make important policy decisions 
during the ,transition,..of the District from.its.current, present 
RSA 149 Planning Status to a legal RSA 53-B Operational Entity. 


When the District begins integrated recycling-landfilling in mid 
1991, each member town will be responsible for its own hauling 
and for providing recycling containers. The N.H. Resource 
Recovery Association's cooperative marketing program will help 
the District find markets for recyclable materials. Those 
designated for initial and future recovery are:

The District estimates a first year recovery rate of 50%, 
thereby meeting the State's requirement for a 15% reduction in 
the waste stream. Quality of recycled materials is crucial. 
Contamination can reduce the price paid for the materials or 
even result in their rejection, which would increase landfill 
costs. 
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As indicated in the Selectmen's Report, householders will begin 
to separate recyclables from their trash in April 1991. Under 
both the Consumat-Sanco contract and later on the District 
program, Randolph's curbside collection will apply to both 
recyclable and landfill materials. 


Meanwhile, the committee hopes that the "Precycle" insert "TRASH 
- WHO NEEDS IT" will be useful.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number 
of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without 
a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children, and debris burning fires that 
escaped control. All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), "No person, firm or corporation shall 
kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or caused to be burned any material, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire 


permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the state are misdemeanors 
punishable of fines up to $1,000. and/or a year in jail, and you are also liable 
for paying all fire suppression cost. 


The State of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in 
wildland fire suppression during 1989, including several large fires in Alton, 
Allenstown, Concord, and Chesterfield areas, as well as the 100 acre £ re on Mt. 
Belknap in Gilford. 


In order to eliminate false alarms, it is advisable to notify your local fire 
department whenever you intend to do any outdoor burning. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please contact 
your local Forest Fire Warden, Forest Ranger, or the Division of Forests and Lands 
Bri Z2iiez2rs.

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REPORT 
OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To The Citizens of the Randolph School District: 


The decade of the 90's will bring with it a number of changes on the 
local, state, and national levels. Some of these changes will not have 
a direct impact on the Randolph community but will bring with them suble 
differences which will begin to affect your children. On the national 
agenda these include national certification of teachers, a national 
curriculum, greater accountability on the part of school systems, choice 
of schools where parents will send their children, day care programs, 12 
month school years, etc. On the state level one might reasonably expect 
us to buy in to many of the national trends as well as some exclusively 
state issues. Most of the state issues will be associated with state 
financial aid and greater state control of public education. On the 
local level communities will find they will have less control over what 
may have been at one time a local issue. In the minds of some that may 
constitute an improvement. In the minds of others it may very well be a 
step backwards. 


Gorham Master Plan 


Well over two years ago Gorham began to take steps to plan for the 
future of its school system. It hoped to develop a master plan for the 
decade of the 90's. The first steps have already been taken and others 
are on the way. 


Early in the fall of 1989 the Center for Educational Field Services 
from the University of New Hampshire was employed to conduct a demographic 
study inclusive of Randolph and Shelburne to better predict the future 
growth of the three communities. That study is now complete and the 
trends are obvious. Randolph and Shelburne show the greatest growth 
over the past 10 years and Gorham shows a decline over the same period. 
The decade of the 90's however shows a more moderate growth rate for 
Randolph and Shelburne, a bottoming out for Gorham with a moderate growth 
during the second half of the decade. Combined one would find some growth 
for the decade. 


The second phase of the master plan is well underway and is scheduled 
for completion in the fall of 1990. The architectural firm called The 
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New England Partnership, Inc. from Montpelier, Vermont, will be working 
with the school boards of all three communities, the administration of 
the Gorham School System, and the members of the professional staff to 
better define what we want our schools to provide to our children and 
what changes in our buildings will be required to carry out its mission. 
In addition to spaces for future programs the need for renovations will 
be looked at, health and safety codes will be checked, and accessibility 
for the handicapped will be studied. Ample opportunity will be provided 
for public input before any final recommendations are made. Upon 
completion of this phase our building and space needs should be well 
defined. 


The third phase of the study will be conducted by the professional 
staff under the auspices of the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. Previously scheduled for completion in the spring of 1991 this 
part of the study will make an assessment of all current programs and to 
make recommendations as to how they might be improved. Completion of this 
part of the study, however, may have to be rescheduled for the fall of 1991. 


When completed the various components of the study will be pulled 
together to form the foundation of Gorham's 10 year master plan for the 
education of its children to the year 2001. This study represents a 
massive undertaking but one which is critical to the future of the greater 
Gorham community. It is essentail that the changes which will occur be 
well planned. The choice is ours. We can either control our destiny or 
we can allow events to dictate what we will become. I urge you to take 
the lead and determine what you want your future to be.

The Gorham tuition rates have continued to climb and are predicted 
to continue doing so for the next three years. They do, however, compare 
favorably with state averages with the exception of the junior high school. 
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Grade 6 


I have recommended that Grade 6 be moved to the junior high school for 
the fall of 1991 and the program be changed to that of a middle school 
rather than what it is now, a junior high school or in the minds of some a 
mini-high school. The change would creat a school within a school where 
the differentiation between a junior high school and a senior high school 
would become more distinctive and would more nearly address the needs of 
the 11-14 year old student. 


The movement of the 6th grade would result, in addition to educational 
benefits which would accure to the students, in two economic benefits to 
the school district. The first of these would be the creation of space 
at the Edward Fenn School for the addition of a computer laboratory and 
the re-establishment of a remedial program. It would also make more 
effective use of our facilities at the present junior-senior high school. 
Secondly the change would have a dramatic impact on the per pupil costs 
for the communities sending their children to what would become the Gorham 
Middle School. All three of these benefits: education, space, and cost 
represent more than enough justification to make the move. 


Summary 


The future will see many changes. If we plan well these changes will 
create more opportunities for our children. Their future rests with us 
today! 


The pace of events this past year have made the year a difficult and 
challenging one. The completion of the new Errol Consolidated School, the 
planning of a new addition to the Milan Village School, and the unsettled 
teacher negotiations in Gorham have all taken time. We are moving forward, 
however, and yet much remains to be done before the school year comes to 
an end. 


Many individuals contribute to the accomplishments of a school year. 
Many thanks go to the parents of our children for their understanding 
during the most difficult of school years, to our moderator, our clerk, 
and our treasurer for their efforts, and most assuredly to the members of 
your school board for their many hours of hard work and dedication.

LAND USE ORDINANCE 


Adopted at Town Meeting on March 8, 1988; 
amended at Town Meeting on March 14, 1989 


Article I - TITLE 


Pursuant to the authority conferred by New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 
674:16, 1986, as amended, for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, and general 
welfare of the Town of Randolph, New Hampshire, the following ordinance is hereby 
enacted by the voters of the Town of Randolph, New Hampshire. This Ordinance shall 
be known and may be cited as the Randolph Land Use Ordinance -- hereinafter referred 
to as "this Ordinance." 


Article II - PURPOSE 


In accordance with RSA 674:17, this Ordinance is designed to promote the health, safety, 
and general welfare of the inhabitants of Randolph, to protect the value of property, to 
prevent the overcrowding of land, to avoid undue concentration of population, and to 
facilitate the adequate provisions of other public requirements. 


Article III - DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, the present tense includes the future tense; the 
singular number includes the plural; and the plural number includes the singular. The 
word "shall" is mandatory; the word "may" is permissive; the words "used" or "occupied" 
include the words "intended," "designed," or "arranged" to be used or occupied, and 
certain terms or words shall be interpreted as follows: 


3.01 ACCESSORY BUILDING OR USE. A building or use located on the same lot as 
the principal building or use, and use of which is considered incidental to those 
of the principal building, such as, but not limited to, detached garages, swimming 
pools, and equipment sheds. 
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AUTOMOTIVE REPAIR SHOP. Building where gasoline, oil, grease, batteries, tires, 
and automotive accessories are sold at retail; minor servicing and repairs are 
made; and cold drinks, candy, tobacco, and similar goods may be sold. Outdoor 
storage of motor vehicles that are both inoperative and unregistered is not 
permitted unless screened from view. 


CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A purely residential subdivision of a tract of land 
where, instead of subdividing the entire tract into house lots of conventional size, 
the land is subdivided into small lots upon which buildings are placed with the 
balance of the land deeded to all owners in common and generally reserved for 
open space. Cluster development is intended to encourage flexibility in design of 
single-family subdivisions. It must represent a more appropriate use of the land 
than its conventional subdivision. 


CONDOMINIUM. The legal arrangement in which a dwelling unit in an apartment 
building or residential development is individually owned but in which the common 
areas are owned, controlled, and maintained through an organization consisting 
of all the individual owners. 


DRIVEWAY. An access way for two or less dwellings or lots except in the case of 
cluster development, which may have up to four dwellings served by one driveway. 


DWELLING. A structure designed for residential occupancy by one or more families 
but excluding hotels, motels, tourist homes, overnight cabins. 


DWELLING UNIT. A building or portion of a building which contains a single set 
of living quarters to be occupied by one family group only. 


FRONTAGE. The length of a lot at its front lot line which borders on an improved 
public street or a private street that has been approved by the Planning Board. 


HEIGHT. The vertical distance between a mean finished grade at the structure 
and the highest point of the roof of a structure. 


HOME OCCUPATION. A home occupation is that accessory use of a dwelling that 
shall constitute either entirely or partly the livelihood of a person living in the 
dwelling, subject to the conditions of Article 6.01. 
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LOT. A parcel of land of at least sufficient size to meet the minimum requirements 
of this Ordinance for use, area, setback and other open spaces, and having frontage 
on an improved street or right-of-way, not including utility rights-of-way. 


LOT LINE, FRONT. Any lot line that coincides with a line of a street or right-of- 
way. 


LOT LINE, REAR. The lot line most distant from the front line, except that in the 
case of a corner lot, the owner shall have the option of choosing which of the 
lot lines shall be the rear lot line. 


LOT LINE, SIDE. Any lot line not a front or a rear lot line. 


MANUFACTURED HOUSING. A structure, transportable in one or more sections, 
which exceeds either eight body feet in width or 40 body feet in length, built on 
a permanent chassis and designed to be used as a dwelling, with or without a 
permanent foundation, when connected to the required utilities. 


MANUFACTURED HOME PARK. Any tract of land on which two or more 
manufactured homes are parked and occupied for living purposes. 


MULTI-FAMILY HOUSING. A residential building designed for and occupied by 
three or more families, regardless of the type of ownership, such as, but not 
limited to, condominiums, apartments, or other common wall or row-type housing 
units of the same type. The number of families shall not exceed the number of 
single-family dwelling units provided. 


NON-CONFORMING USE. A use which lawfully exists at the time this Ordinance 
becomes effective but which does not conform with the regulations of this 
Ordinance. 


PERMITTED USE. A use of property which is allowed by right in the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


SETBACKS: 
Front: The depth of the front yard as measured from the street right-of-way to the 
front line of the closest building. 
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Side: The depth between the side of the closest building and the nearest side lot 
line. 

Rear: The depth of the rear yard as measured from the rear lot line to the rear 
line of the closest building. 


SIGNS. Any medium, including its structure and component parts, which is used 
or intended to be used to attract attention to the subject matter. 


SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A use of a building or lot which may be permitted under 
this Ordinance only upon formal application to the Board of Adjustment, and 
subject to the approval of that Board, when such use would not be detrimental to 
the public health, safety, and general welfare and only in cases where the words 
"Special Exception" in this Ordinance pertain. 


STREET. A thoroughfare, road, avenue, freeway, highway, and other way. The 
entire width of the right-of-way whether unimproved or improved is included in 
the definition 


VARIANCE. As defined in RSA 674:33, a relaxation of the terms of this Ordinance 
granted by the Board of Adjustment, on appeal, as long as it is not contrary to 
the public interest and if, owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement of the 
provisions of this Ordinance would result in unnecessary hardship, and so that the 
spirit of the Ordinance shall be observed and substantial justice done. 


Article IV - PERMITTED USES 


Every use now being made of land, structures, or buildings in the Town of 
Randolph, on the effective date of this Ordinance, may be continued and such 
use is not affected by this Ordinance. 


The following uses are permitted in the Town of Randolph: 


A. Residential uses: 
1. Single- and two-family dwellings. 
2. Farm buildings. 
3. Manufactured housing (single-family). 
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4. Accessory uses customarily incidental to the permitted use such as buildings 
to house automobiles, equipment, supplies, pets, or animals. 


Group facility uses: 
1. Municipal schools. 
2. Community center, park, or playground operated by the Town. 


3. Accessory uses customarily incidental to allowed uses. 


Other uses: Agricultural, which includes dairy farming, greenhouses, animal and 
poultry husbandry, horticultural uses, pasturage, and timber harvesting. 


The following additional uses are permitted by Specal Exception by the Board of 

Adjustment: 

A. Hotels, motels, tourist accomodations, and/or lodging units. 

B. Day care facilities. 

C. Kennels (small animals). 

D. Multi-family housing. 

E. Warehouses. 

F. Restaurants. 

G. Home occupations as provided in Section 6.01 

H. Retail establishments that include, but are not limited to, groceries, drugs, 
apparel, antiques, books, specialty goods, and/or tobacco. 

I. Commercial removal of gravel, loam, rocks, clay, and/or sand in accordance 
with RSA 155-E. 

J. Private schools. 

K. Auto repair shops. 

L. Church, parish house, or other religious use. 


M. Membership recreational clubs and facilities. 


A Special Exception will be allowed if the following conditions are met:

The specific site is an appropriate location for such a use. 
Property values in the district will not be reduced by such a use. 
No nuisance or unreasonable hazard shall result. 
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D. Adequate and appropriate facilities, including parking space according to 
parking guidelines on file in the Town office, will be provided for the proper 
operation and maintenance of the proposed use. 


Additional conditions may be attached to the Special Exceptions by the Board of 
Adjustment consistent with the intent and purpose of this Ordinance to protect 
the health, safety, and general welfare of the Town’s residents. 


A non-conforming use permitted by Section 4.01 may be expanded in size or floor 
area, provided that the expanded structure be no nearer to the lot line or right 
of way than was the non-conforming distance of the original structure, and 
provided that the remaining setbacks are at least 25 feet. 


A nonconforming use permitted by Section 4.01 which is partially or totally 
destroyed by obsolescence, fire, accident, or other cause may be repaired or 
replaced provided that the repaired or replacing structure be no nearer to the lot 
line or right of way than was the non-conforming distance of the original structure, 
and that the remaining setbacks are at least 25 feet. 


All nonconforming lots on record at the Country Registry of Deeds prior to the 
enactment of this Ordinance shall be considered buildable lots only if all other 
requirements pertaining to the proposed use are met. 


Article V - AREA REGULATIONS 


LOT SIZE. Each residential lot shall have a minimum of 80,000 sq. ft. (1.84 acres) 
per dwelling unit. Lot sizes for group facilities, other permitted uses, and special 
exceptions shall be determined by the Board of Adjustment. 


FRONTAGE. Any lot situated on a an improved public or an approved private 
street shall have a minimum frontage of 200 feet. 


FRONT SETBACKS. Every structure placed on a lot shall have a setback of at least 
25 feet from the nearest right-of-way. 


REAR AND SIDE SETBACKS. Every structure placed on a lot shall have a space 
of at least 25 feet from the side and rear property lines; however, minor extensions 
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to structures, such as, but not limited to, greenhouses, bay windows, steps, stoops 
or porches, may project to a point no closer than 20 feet from the lot line. 


HEIGHT. No structure erected on any lot shall exceed 35 feet in height, except 
that this restriction shall not apply to farm buildings. 


WATER SETBACKS. No structure, septic system, leach field, or paved area shall 
be located within 100 feet of the near bank of a year-round stream or body of 
water. Roads and bridges necessary to cross a stream may be allowed. 


SLOPE. No portion of a driveway shall exceed 12% in slope. 
Article VI - GENERAL REGULATIONS 


HOME OCCUPATIONS. The Board of Adjustment may grant a Special Exception 
for any home occupation upon finding that the criteria for a Special Exception 
have been met and if: (a) the home occupation is carried on wholly within the 
principal or accessory structure, and (b) objectionable noise, vibrations, smoke, 
dust, odors, heat, or glare shall not be produced. 


SIGNS. 


A. Advertising signs may be permitted but shall refer only to establishments 
operated in the Town of Randolph. 

B. All signs must be constructed of durable materials and shall be maintained in 
good condition and repair at all times. 

C. The area of one side of a sign shall be regarded as the total area of the sign. 
This includes the advertising surface and any framing or moulding, but excludes 
the supporting structure. 

D. The maximum number of signs allowed, free-standing or attached, is three per 
establishment. 

E. For any residential use or home occupation, a sign not exceeding five square 
feet is allowed which announces the name, address, and profession of the 
occupant of the premises on which said sign is located. 

F. For all other uses a maximum of 16 square feet per sign will be allowed. These 
signs can be attached or free-standing. 

G. Political signs shall be permitted in accordance with State legislation. 
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H. Signs shall not extend above the roof line of the building. Maximum height of 
a free-standing sign is 25 feet. 

I. Signs shall not be allowed that interfere with the line of sight for street traffic 
or are within public pedestrian walkways. 

J. All free-standing signs shall be set back at least five feet from any public right- 
of-way. 

K. Signs may be illuminated only by steady burning lights. 

L. Directional trail signs shall be permitted. 


MULTI-FAMILY HOUSING. 


A. All multi-family developments must comply with all other required local, State, 
or Federal regulations including, but not limited to, the Randolph Subdivision 
Regulations and the Condominium Act as may be amended. 


B. Further information/investigation may be requested by the Board of Adjustment 
to ensure adequate protection of the future residents of the complex as well as 
of the community. 


Article VII - ADMINISTRATION 


ENFORCEMENT. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen or their designees 
to administer this Ordinance. 


PERMITS. A building permit shall be obtained from the Selectmen before a 
building or structure is constructed, extended, relocated, or demolished. This 
requirement also applies to swimming pools, manufactured homes, and exterior 
signs. Alterations to an existing building or structure which change the exterior 
dimensions shall require a permit. 


ENFORCEMENT. The Board of Selectmen or their designee, upon well-founded 
information of any violation, is hereby authorized to initiate immediate steps for 
enforcement of this Ordinance by issuing due notice to cease and desist such 
violation and/or be subject upon conviction to a fine of one-hundred dollars 
($100) for each day the violation continues. 
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Article VII - BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


8.01 A five-person Board of Adjustment and three (maximum five) alternates will be 
appointed by the Selectmen, as provided by State Statutes 673 and 673:3, which 
may, upon application and after notification of abutters and an advertised public 


hearing: 

A. Review and decide on alleged error in administrative finding, or 

B. Consider and decide on a Special Exception request, or 

C. Grant a Variance if the following conditions are met: 
1. No diminution in value of surrounding properties would be suffered. 
2. Granting the Variance would not be contrary to the public interest.

Denial of the Variance would result in unnecessary hardship to the owner 
seeking it. 

By granting the Variance, substantial justice would be done. 

The use is not contrary to the spirit of this Ordinance. 


8.02 APPEALS. As specified in RSA 674:33, the Board of Adjustment shall hear and 
decide any case in which it is alleged there is an error in any order, requirement, 
decision, or determination made by any official in the enforcement of this 
Ordinance. 


8.03 FEES. Prior to the hearing, the costs of advertising, posting, and the mailing of 
notices to the abutters shall be paid for by the person making the appeal. 


Article IX - AMENDMENTS 


This Ordinance may be amended as provided by RSA 674, as it is or may be amended. 


Article X - SAVING CLAUSE 


The invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other 
provision of the Ordinance. 


Article XI - EFFECTIVE DATE 


This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon its passage. 
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AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING MOBILE HOME PARKS 





(adopted at Town Meeting on March 8, 1977 "pursuant to authority granted under Chapter 31, 
Section 39 of the Revised Statutes Annotated") 


1. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE. The purpose of this ordinance is to regulate the 
settlement of the Town of Randolph in such a way as to prevent undue concentrations 
of population in any particular location thereby creating problems of Policing such 
locations; the provision for supply of domestic water and for the disposal of sewage and 
other domestic wastes; the control of traffic, Lighting of streets, and other requirements 
usually associated with density of population, and to thereby adversely affect the welfare, 
interest and good order of the Town. 


2. DEFINITION. Trailer park, as used herein, shall mean a facility designated for the 
location of two or more mobile homes on individual lots of land rented to the owners of 
such mobile homes by the owner of such land, with facilities such as water, electricity, 
and sewage disposal available for connection to such mobile homes, and as defined in 
regulations issued by the State Department of Health. 


3. MOBILE HOME PARKS PROHIBITED. No facility shall be established, located, 
maintained or operated in the Town of Randolph and used for a mobile home park within 
which the owners of mobile homes may be provided with sites of land on which said 
mobile homes may be located for dwelling purposes. 


4. PENALTY. Any person, firm or corporation violating this ordinance shall be subject 
to a fine of $20.00 per day for each day during which this ordinance shall be violated. 


5. EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordinance shall take effect 30 days after notice of its adoption 
shall have been published in a Newspaper having circulation in the Town of Randolph.
